At one time German scientists at- 
trBsuted certain medicinal properties 
to the corn flower, and its blue blos- 
homs were used also to some extent 
in domestic dyeing, but latterly these 
properties are not so much credited

Although Germany. lays claim to 
the finest of the species, America muy | 
boast also of some beautiful spect- 
mens of the corn flower. It is sald ; 
to have. been brought to this country | 
firat- in the ballast of ships in the | 
days antedating the modern ocean :
